Immigration Notes 


One of the most important foreign 
Sevelopments of the year in relation 
to immigration to Canada is being ar- 
ranged for by officers of the staff 
of J. Obed Smith, Dominion commis 
sioner of immigration. The German 
government has elected to send a 
company of delegates to inspect con- 
ditions in the Canadian west, and if 
setisfactory, the immigration of- 
ficers look forward to the granting of 
important privileges to the propaga- 
tion of information throughout the 
German ‘empire that will apprise its 
subjects of the opportunities of the 
Dominion. It may not be generally 
known that up to the present the re- 
strictions on any emigration propa- 
gandas have been maintained very 
vigidly by the German government 
within her territory. Agents from 
the west here have been obliged to 
adopt claudestine methods in all cases 
in order to spread the glad tidings of 
the Canadian country among the Ten- 
tonic people. Any public advertise- 
ment of Canada or any other foreign 
country has been rigidly declared 
against by the government officials 
and the law is strictly enforced. There 
are close to 39,000 Germans now resi- 
dent in Canada, and the movement 
of Teutons during the last few years, 
though small, aggregating from one 
thovsand to two thousand annually, 
has been sufficient to atiract the no- 
tice of the German government, and 
it has despatched three delegates to 
look into the avtua! conditions of the 
country that is attracting her sons, 
and whether, particularly the Teuton 
setilers are advantageously located 
here. The delegates are now trave}- 
ling privately through the States up 
to Canada, and the correspendence for 
the tour of the trio has been conduct- 
ed over the signature of Dr. Otio 
Gagzow, Imperial German agricl- 
turai attache in the United Staes. 

The immigration office has mapped 
out a favorable itinerary for the Ger- 
man delegates and it is likely they 
will pass through Winnipeg some- 
time between July 25 and August 15.

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Experimenting with Sub- 
marines 


Recent manoeuvres with submarines 
at Portsmouth are to be supp_er ented 
by some more important operations 
with these craft. 

Hitherto attention has been devoted 
to finding out the best methods to be 
adopted in repelling a sudden attack 
on tke harbor by destroyers, but the 
aim of the forthcoming experiments is 
to discover, first, the most effectual 
means of putting submarines out of 
action, and second, the value of an in- 
gerious ruse, by which a submarine 
may approach a battleship unobserved. 
The first experiment may be iJescrib- 
ed as fishing for submerines. 

A bik steal met, 250 feet in length, 
has been constructed of special wire, 
and ‘ts to be attached to three powerfu: 
steam pinnaces represeniting cruisers. 

By means of bcoms the nat can be 
lowered to any depth, and 4s invisible 
to the submarines 
When one of the letter is caughi 
with-n the meshes, the outs‘de vesse's 
are to clos? in, and the submarine 
wou.a then be entireiy at the :nercy 
of ker captors. 

For the purposes of the other ex- 
periment a light canvas structure has 
been made to fit over the conning 
tower of the submarine. 

It is an exact representation of the 
tower, ‘and when the submarine dives 
beneath the surface this structure will 
be ‘eft floating on the surface, the 
idea being that whie the enemy was 
concentrating ail its attention and en- 
ergies on this supposed submarine, the 
rea: .vessel would be arproaching from 


an entirely -different direction and 
discharging its deadiy missiles un- 
Been.

Mr. Philip Watts, the Director of 
Naval Construction, is now busy with 
his plans for the present year, and the 
next ships laid down will be of con- 
siderably smaller tonnage than those 
designed by Sir William White. 

Commenting on this matter, the Ex- 
press says: “It is Britain’s duty to 
take the lead in naval construction. 
The strenzth of our navy lies not only 
in its numerical power, but also in 
its eonformity. Our ships must con- 
form as closely as possible to the con- 
ditions necessary to obtain the-high- 
e:t degree of security possible in mo- 
dern ‘naval warefare.
